Through it ran the color of blood and 
Its story reeked with murder, intrigue 
and violence where 
innocent • men 
who talked too much went- to silence 
behind prison walls and Hnerta by 
force of arms and the impelling pow- 
er of fear imposed his will upon 12,- 
000,000 people. 
To doctor up his assertions tha 
senator produced confidential docu- 
ments from the state department, an'l

other sources.

joiced, he said, that mediation had 
been offered. 
Must Enforce Demand*. 
"But." he declared, "let ' no mis- 
take be made. We must demand or- 
der,

self-government, 
and that the right of sovereignty be

premise liberty, human rights and 
stability of government to the peo- 
ple of Mexico and assure our own fu- 
ture peace and security, and >• neces- 
sary, we must enforce these demands 
at the rtannon's mouth.

Children Who Are Taught in Freth 


Air Schools Gain Mentally and 


Physically.

Washington, May 7.—That school 


children who are taught In fresh air 
class rooms advance more rapidly in 
their studies and make greater im- 
provement 
an weight 
and strength 
than children In regular class rooms, 
is a 
conclusion ' demonstrated by 
Frank H. Mann., of New York, before 
the Sociological 
Section of the Na- 
tional Association for the Study and 
Prevention of Tuberculosis this after- 
noon. ' The speaker 
reported on a 
series of experiments carried 
on 


lOihtly by the New York Committee 
on the Prevention of Tuberculosis and- 


l the Board 
of Education 
in which 
three groups of children were studied 
to note the 
effect of fresh air upon 
them. 
In one 
group, 
the children 
were placed i n free air classes and 
fed during 
the school 
hours 
with 
milk and crackers morning and after- 
noon; in the second group, the chil- 
dren were placed in fresh air classes 
but were not fed and in the 
third 
group, the children were left in the 
ordinary class room 
under regular 
conditions. Every effort was made to 
illiminate or equalize in the compari- 
son such 
variable . factors 
as 
uge, 
home conditions, 
physical condition, 
school conditions, nativity, etc. The 
two groups of children in the fresh 
aid classes were all 
undernourished 
and anaemic at admission. 
The results of this experiment ex- 
tending 
from 
September to June, 
showed that all of the poorly nourish- 
ed and anaemic children in the fresh 


l air classes 
gained 
in 
weight,: red 
corpuscles in the blood, general nutri- 
tion, and physical tone. 
The gains 
were made 
for the most-part inde- 
pendently of the 
home environment 
and of the financial conditions of the 
children's family, suggesting that the 
association between poverty and mal- 
nutrition in school children is not so 
close as has been commonly assumed 
and that cases of extreme poverty 
with lack of necessary food at home 
are not nearly so prevalent as haa 
been, frequently stated. It was also 
demonstrated 
that, 
even 
, without 
school feeding, fresh air classes can 
be run with advantage to the children 
ot poor families, although the great- 
est benefit was obtained where extra 
feeding of children, was employed. 


"All 
lines of tuberculosis activtiv 
lead more or less directly 
back 
to 
the great truth that most of the im- 
p antations of this disease occur in 
childhood," was the 
declaration 
of 


Dr. William Charles White, of Pits- 
burgh, another speaker t'lis afternoon, 
in arguing that all mo-.ements for the 
betterment of children should center 
n Hvi aQM-tuuerculosis organization.

Corn planting time is at hand, and 
the boys who are going into the con- 
test should send in their names at 
once to the secretary of the Commer- 
cial club, f. E. Lane, and get things 
in readiness for planting. 
We will 


suppose that the acre of ground has 
been selected and put into shape by 
frequent harro%ving to conserve the 
moisture and keep down the weeds. 
Also that the selected ears of seed 
corn have been tested and the best 
of them, those that showed four strong 
growing kernels, have been laid aside 
for planting. The next step in secur- 
ing good seed is to shell the corn. 
This should be done by hand and 
should commence by shp">'"sj off the 
kernels from the butt and tips of the 
ears. 
These are not to be planted. 
After this the rest of the ear should 
be shelled and kernels 
of uniform 
size and shape selected for planting, 
all odd shaped, broken or damaged 
kernels 
being 
rejected. 
If a corn 
grader is available it may be used to 
secure seed of uniform size. 
If not 
the work of grading and selecting only 
the best must be done by hand, as it 
is very important. 
Then before planting the machine 
or corn planter should be thoroughly 
tested to see that four kernels are 
dropped each time, for there should 
be no guess about this matter. 
Having your corn shelled and sorted 
and your planter ready the next step 
is to put the finishing touches upon
